(a) FINDINGS.

(3) In February 1971, Corporal Cyr’s Path-
finder Unit was tasked with supporting Operation
Dak Soo Ri 71-1, a joint operation with Korean in-
fantry units.

(4) On February 23, 1971, Corporal Cyr was
the Pathfinder air traffic controller and cargo
loadmaster for four fliehts and twelve landing pick-
up zones for the Operation, including the primary
